The Resolutions Adopted by the 
Mississippi Improvement 
Convention. 


A Well Prepard Paper—Crittenden Makes a 
Ringing Speech—O:her News From the 
National Capital. -

WASHINGTON, February 7.—During the session 
of the Mississippi River Convention~ yesterday, a 
resolution was offered and referred, approving 
the plans for improvement made by the United 
states Engineer officers; declaring that the pub- 
lic works ought te be done by officers of the Unit- 
ed States; that no work should be dune by con- 
tram, and no eonvicts employedon any public 
yorks, except public roads,and that Congress 
should entertain no project ‘to’ es 
tablish artificial water-ways until the condi- 
tion of navigable streams is improved.

SHIELDING FRANK JAMES. 

Gov. CRITTENDEN has againthrust the pro- 
tecting shield of his official power and influ- 
ence between FRANK JAMES and the officia! 
prosecutor, He appeared as a witness to 

‘ : 
help break the force of Dick LIDDIL S testi- 
mony in the Gallatin trial, and in more ways 
than one made the proseeution and the jury 
feel that the Chief Executive of the State, as 
well as one of the Supreme Court Commis- 
sioners, was on the side of the prisoner. 

In that trial, an attempt was made to ex- 
clude Lippi1’s testimony on the ground that 
he was aconvicted and unpardoned felon. 
His alleged pardon, after serving three- 
fourths of the term given him for larceny in 
1874, was said to bea mere discharge under 
the three-fourths rule, and not such a techni- 
cal pardon as would remove the disability im- 
posed by our statutes. The Judge in that case 
held that it was a full pardon. But a subse- 
quent decision of the Supreme Court as to the 
effect of the statute revision of 1879 has left 
LippIL’s compétency dependent entirely 
upon the question whether the discharge 
given to Lippin by Lt.-Gov. BROKMEYER 
was a pardon or not, and as another Judge 
or thie Supreme Court might differ from the 
Gallatin court, and hold it insufficient to re- 
move LippIL’s disabilities, Prosecuting- 
Attorney WALLACE appealed to Governor 
CRITTENDEN to set that question at rest by 
granting a full pardun to Lippi for the 
Grime of 1874. ln his appeal to the Governor 
Mr. WALLACE said: 

In my humble opinion there is far more urgent 
reason for paraoning Liddil now than there was 
for pardoning Tucker Bassham in 1881 that he 
might give testimony against William Ryan, on 
an indictment charging Ryan with complicity in 
the Glendale robbery committed October 8, 1879, 
the indictment now being for 4 similar crime and 
against a defendant not just adove 21, and a mem- 
per of the band about eighteen months,as was the 
case with Kyan, but one of the leaders from whom 
the band took its name. I feel far less hesitation, 
too, in asKing Liadil’s pardon to insure his com- 
petency as a witness than I did in asking Bass- 
ham’s, which was so promptly granted by your 
Excellency, because in Liddeil’s case 1 simply ask 
the adjustment of an alleged technica! defect 
after the penalty of the law has been endured, in 
order that the State may be strengthened in her 
war with outiawrv, whereas in Bassham’s case l 
asked thata man be pardoned w.so was then un- 
der sentence for ten years for train robbery,when 
he had scarcely served a year of his term. But 
time has shown the propriety and justice of your 
Exeelliency in granting Bassham’s pardon, for 
such was the moral effectof{ the conviction and 
exposure inthe Ryan case, and the consequent 
encouragement of the people and. their , officers, 
thdt in less than six months thereafter the power 
of the band was destroyed and only one left at 
large, and he came in and gave himself up in less 
thana year. Asit Was important that Bassham 
be pardoned to assist in breaking up the band, 


Liddell’s competency be placed beyond doubt, that 
if possible, By a jusi triumph of the law, the les- 
son henceforth in Missouri shall be that every 
man who engages in train robbery, no matter 
who he is or what his power, or that of bis 
friends, he is sure of conviction inthe cour:s. I 
know there are those who argue that the officers 
of the State shall make some aliowance for a man 
who has given himself up as Frank James has, 
but this argument, if good, is oniy cood after con- 
viction, and, I respectfully submit, should be 
made only after conviction, to your Excellency, 
and then only consilered by you. 


But though Mr. W-ALLAcE forcibly ex- 
plained the importance of LippiIL’s testi- 
mony ascorroborated by other evidence, Gov. 
CRITTENDEN objected on, first, one trivial 
ground and then another, till his flat refusal 
finally revived the suspicions and rumors so 
long current in regard to the secret terms on 
which FRANK JAMES surrendered. Gov. 
CRITTENDEN had repeaiedly, at Mr. WAL- 
LACE’S request, pardoned men out of the 
penitentiary to enable them to testify 
against prisoners on trial. He had recently 
done so in a case wherea negro was on trial 
for his life. He had pardoned BassHamM at 
the very threshold ofa ten-year term for 
robbery, in order that his testimony might 
be used in sending Britt RYAN, a boy, the 
youngest recruit of the James band, to tne 
penitentiary for twenty-five years. But 
when asked to remove a mere technical 
obstacie to the most important and conclu- 
sive link in the testimony against FRANK 
JAMES, On trial for the same robbery, 
Gov. CRITTENDEN fell back from one 
quibble to another until he rested 
his final refusal on the ground that 
to issue the pardon asked for would be 
disrespectful to Ex-Lieutenant-Governor 
DROKMEYER, and an implied censure of 
the Gallatin court’s decision hojding the for- 
mer pardon sufficient! 

The pardon asked for Would not have re- 
leased LippiL from any punishment to 
which he is now liable. It would have had 
no force or effect whatever, except to set at 
rest the question as toa jury’s right to hear 
LippiL’s testimony against FRANK JAMEs, 
and to believe itor not, according to their 
own view of the corroborating evidence. 
That testimony Was to be used ina case in 
which itis believed that Frank JAMES can 
be convicted of one of the lightest of his 
many crimes, and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary. But that would force Governor 
CRITTENDEN to meet the question of par- 
doning FRANK JAMES. Hence his remark- 
ably inconsistent and unexpected action in 


refusing Mr. WALLACE’s request. Both in 


so, in my judgment, it is still nore important that |. 


his spasmodic outbreaks against criminals 
and in his remarkable efforts to favor such 
of them as are supposed to have political 
influence, Governor CRITTENDEN seems de- 
termined that the entire record of his rela- 
tions with them shall be oue long catalogue 
of scandals. : 


NAVY AFFAIRS. - 
Day by day the people are beginning to 


Yesterday the Appropriations Committee 
refused to appropriate anything for the com- 
pletion of the three unfinished monitors. 
This may be regarded as a test, Itindicates 
very clearly the difference between the pur- 
poses and policy of the present Congress and 
of its predecessor. 

The navy ring has long cherished those 
mouldering cheese boxes as the apple of its 
eye. It argued that if it could get Congress 
to appropriate money to finish these obso- 
lete hulks it could get Congress to do any- 
thing. Last year it got in its work. With 
RoBESON as Speaker and KrirerR playing 
dummy for him, a committee was easily ob- 
tafhed; the abandoned shells were visited 
and inspected. Lunch was spread; the navy 
ring took care of the details, and a favorable 
report was made. One of the tubs was 
actually let down into the water and did not 
sink. The hopes of the ring soared aloft 
like birds. 

The first duty of a Democratic Congress is 

to stamp out such nonsense. These unfin- 
ished monitors have a certain value; they 
are worth what they will bring as old iron. 
If we should spend the three and a half 
mnillions of dollars required to complete them 
they would be still worth what they would 
bring as old iron. A Democratic Congress 
is not likely to make such a mistake. 
The naval cruisers will probably be a fail- 
ure, but they must be built. - Their cost will 
be so much money thrown away, but Con- 
gress is not responsible for that. When the 
Democratic party is put in charge of the Ex- 
ecutive Department of the Government it 
will be expected to give the people a real 
navy, Or at least a real navy department. 
At present all that it is called on to dv is to 
check the rank abuses of the ring, and this 
it is doing satisfactorily. 
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THE CONGO COUNTRY. 

The failure of the D1 BRazza expedition 
is good news for two continents. " Africa 
would certainly have suffer¢d directly and 
Europe would probably have had trouble in 
the future if this worthless adventurer had 
succeeded in planting a mushroom colony 
and in introducing European jealousies and 
complications in a territory which can get 
along very well without these features. 

D1 BRAzzA’S expedition was little better 
than piracy. It was an attempt to repeat in 
the nineteenth century the poliey and prac- 
tices which prevailed in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth in colonizing lands newly discov- 
ered. It was an ‘insolent aud reckless at- 
tempt to make use of the labors and discoy- 
eries of others in order to seize on the lands 
ofthe Africans and rob them. Fortunately, 
the wiole thing was as stupidin execution 
as it was vicious in design. It is to be 
hoped that the world will hear no more of 
the expedition or of its leader. 

The work which STANLEY is carrying on 
in Africa is an honest help to the.civilization 
of that continent. Whileitis doing a vast 
amount of good in showing the capacity for’! 
development of the negro race, and in devel- 
oping their capacity by healthy and natural 
processes, it offers the best conceivable safe 
guard against the encroachments of Euro- 
pean jealousy. “Ifever any occasion arises 
which will give the powers of Europe a 
chance of transferring their rivalries ‘and 
jealousies to the Congo country it will mean 
the extermination of the Africans within 
reach. This would ‘have been one of the 
first results of the mistaken ambition of 
France if its foolish expedition had suc- 
ceeded. Hereafter it is to be hoped that the 
Belgian Geographical Society will be al- 
lowed to continue its operations without en- 
countering the rivalry of aibitious and 
‘selfish interests. 


THE CUCKOO CONVENTION. 

The cuckoo is generally regarded as a 
stupid bird because it keeps saving the game 
thing all the time, butit reafly ranks very 
high in intelligence in one respect. It 
shrewdly saves itself the trouble of building 
anest by waiting until some more hard- 
working bird has built a nest, which the 
cuckoo can enter upon and occupy, 

The gentlemen who are engineering the 
Hennepin Canal scheme are even more in- 
telligent than the cuckoo, They do not say 
anything atall; they keep their mouths shut. 
But when the friends of the Mississippi 
River, from the source to the mouth, have 
called a grand convention and hired a hail, 
the Hennepin Canal cuckoos quietly step in 
and occupy the convention, to the great sur- 
prise of the simple nest-builders of the river 
side. 

Wedo not say that the Hennepin Canal 
scheme is not a good scheme, Every im- 
provement which is of value to the inland 
commerce of the country has its merits, but 
we did not understand that the convention 
now in session in Washington was called for 
the benefit of the Hennepin Canal, and that 
‘its success was to depend on the approval of 
the canal men. We are quite sure that the 
St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange, which 
started the agitation, -was not deeply inter- 
estedin the Hennepin Canal. There is no 
reason to believe that New Orleans and the 
Lower Mississippi country is skirmishing 
around to send delegates to a Hennepin 
Canal convention; the Missouri River can 
get along without the Hennepin Cana). 

It looks as if the people who have charge 
of the interests of the Mississippj River ‘in 
national legislation had merely made a 
change of masters. Twoyears ago the Mis- 
sissippi River was made the paek-mule for 
the Cheesequakes Creeks anf the Kiskim- 
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get the benefits of a Democratic Congress.

To W. H, A. Moore, Esq. 

DEAR Str—1 have received your letter of the 
20tH instant, and it gives me great pleasure to 
have my name associated with so gratifying an 
intellectual movement among the colored citizens 
of New York as the establishment of a Dramatic 
Club. Art is of no country. and has no national- 
ity. Europe is deeply indebted to the artistic 
culture of the great colorea people of the Eastern 
word, and there is promise of a future for your 
race, in the fuct, that you have ceased to feel 
the disabiliiy of cology in your associations 
with your white fellow citizens. I once had the 
pleasure of knowing a famous actor of your race 
—Mr. Ira Aldridge. I wish your club a prosper- 
ous Career, and}beg to subscribe myself yours 
very truly, (Signed) HENRY IRVING. 


JOLLY JOSEY. 


Career of the Late Favorite German Sou- 
brette. 

Josephine Gall meyer, who died at Vienna on 
February 3,as already reported by cable, was 
born on February 17, 1838,at Brunn, Moravia. 
Her father, Tomaselli, was a well Known come- 
dian and her mother an opera. singer. Her 
parents would not aliow her to go on the stage, 
and being poor she commenced to study to bea 
governess. She made no progress, however, with 
her studies, so she left school and did general 
housework. About September 13, 1853, her father 
was to have a benefit at the theater in Brunn and 
selected three one-act plays, among them “Kur- 
marker und Picarde.” A French actress’ volun- 
teer ed to play Marianne in this piece and Gall- 


meyer’s father rehearsed the a in his own 
rooms.'Josephine looked through the Keyhole and 
listened, keeping the door ajar. After 
she herself tried the part, and the day before the 
benefit, thinking there was novody at home, she 
commenced to sing the part of Marianne, and 
standing in front of a large looking glass she 
acted and daneed. Her mother commg home 
peeped through the half open door into the look- 
ing glass, and was surprised to see how perfectly 
Josephine sang, plaved and danced. 
A SUPRISE. 

When her father retuPhead he was very down- 
hearted. The French actress announced was not 
able to sing the next evening on account of sicK- 
nes@, Gailmeyer’s mother told bim what she had 
seen, and Josephine was called in. After a snort 
rehearsal she determined to try and play the part. 
It was announced frum the stage ana through the 
papers, and the next evening the house could not 
hold half of the people. At the moment Josephine 
shouid haye come out she faiuted, and at last had 
to be pushedout onthe stage by her manager. 
There was a moment of silenee 1n the audience, 
and then applause. She commeuced to sing, and 
after the second verse siie showed such humor, 
grace and talent that the house “‘came down.” 
She had to repeat the first sung four tmes. She 
played the part of Marianne so well that the man- 
ager engaged her aiter the performance as first 
soubrette. 

THE PET OF VIENNA. 

Without doubt sue was for more than twenty 
years the pet of Vieuna. In 1857 she played for 
the first time in the Carl Theater, in Vienna, but 
returned the next year to Brunn. In 1859 she 
took an engagementin Temesvar and Hermann- 
stadt, in Austria, andin 1860 she was again in 
Vienna and played there until 1862 at the Stramp- 
fer Tueater. In 1865 she weut to the Carl Theater 
and remained until 1872. After 1872 she “‘siarred’’ 
in Europe, and in 1874 took the managemeut of 
the strampfer Theater in her own hands. As 
directress she lost a fortune and incurred heavy 
debts, which she never could pay off entirely. 
Sve was almost exclusively known as ‘“Fesche 
Pepi!” (Jolly Josie), and her ‘Leichte Person’’ 
and Gabrielle in “Pariser Leben” will nevér be 
forgutten. 

HER GENIUS. 

She never was a veauty, but her originality, 
genius and humor were not surpassed by any 
o.tber actress. Sle was very quick tempered, and, 


therefore, feared, especiaily by her managers. 


She once slapped Strampier in the face and had to 
Ata perturmance in Vienna, 
the Emperor of Austria being preseut, she ad- 
dressed him directiy from the stage, and had in 
consequence to leave Vienna on an order received 
by her manager from the cowt. Once in Berlin 
she was pot satisfied with the audience, which 
could not understand her jokes quick enough. 
Atthe end of the performance she had to sing 
from “Fatiniiza,” “Vorwarts mit frischem Muth.” 
She extemporized a new verse, which sie applied 
to herself, and sang:— 

Bist Du verriickt, mein Kind, 

Daun gehst Du nach Berlin, | 

Denn wo Verriickte sind, 

Geliérst Du bicht bin. 


If you are crazy, my child, 
Then goto Berlin. 
Where cranks are 
You do not belong. 

The first line was sung allover the world and 
was even heard in America. 

HER MODE OF LIFE. 

She was acquainted with priuees of the court 
and the highest aristocracy, and lived in the most 
extravagant style. She was very bevevolen:, 
however, and shared her fortune with the poor. 
She often carried baskets full of meat and wine to 
the sick herself. She was a Catholic, and always 
carried a crucifix and picture of St. Mary with 
ber. 

IN AMFRICA. 

After Mme. Geistinger’s success in America 
she desired to try her luck also, and took an en- 

agement with Manager Herrminn at the New 
Fork Thalia Theater. Her first appearance in 
New York was announced for October 2, 1852, She 
arrived on October 1 (Sunday), and from the 
steamer went directly to the Thalia Tieater to 
rehearse. She piayed on Octuber 2 in a farce 
written by herself, called “Sarah und Bernharat,”’ 
Her greatest success was in “Leichie Person,” 
where she, Knaack and Tewele appeared togeth- 
er. She played in Philadelphia in November 
and startea before Christmas on a West- 
ern tour, layipg in Cincinnati, Louis- 
vilic, Evansville and other towns. But she had 
no luck. In Cineinnati there was the great 
flood. In Chicagv the thermometer = was 
twenty-six degrees below zero. In Milwaukee 
there were six feet of snow and Liere was a panic 
after the hotel fire. On the way from Miiwaukee 
to Saginaw sie opened the window of the car, 
caugit a cold and teil sick, so that the company 
had to-play without her and finally to cancel all 
aates and return to New York. She, ——— on 
shares, made over fuurtven thousand doilars, 
which she sent to Europe to pay her debts, and re- 
turned suddenly to Vienna. She was sued by the 
eity for taxes for 6,000 flurius a [few montis ago 
und appealed to the Emperor, but he had to re- 
fer to the city government, Which did not release 


her.

THREE OF A KIND.. 


‘Men Who Remained Friends Throagh Lite— 


Superstition and Crime. j 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. .. 

TOWNSEND, PA., February 7.—In the days of 
stage coaching this village was on the old State 
road, and was an important coach station, known 
In 1840 Cyrus Miller came 
here and put up alarge tavern, which made its 
owner rich, Miller was one of three men who 
came to this place together, the other two being 
Jokn A. Merritt, a sawyer, aud Lewis Dorr, a 
carpenter. Miller also érected a saw mill near the 
Village, and made Merritt his sawyer. The three 
men were singularly intimate, and for over forty 
years they spent every evening, except Sunday, 
together. Dorr is a widower, bis wife and 


two children having been lost by the sinking of a 
propelier on Lake Erie in 1839. With the deca 
ol stage coacuing, Owing to tue buliding of rail- 
roads, the business of the Miller tavern only con- 
sisted of a limited local trade, The mill also 
ceased to be profitable years ago, but the ower 
Kept lt ruaning ana it 

NEVER KNEW A DAY OF REST. 
Merritt had grown gray asthe sawyer and no 
other persva had ever sawed a foot of lumber in 
the mill. Two years agoold Mr. Miller retired 
{rom -business owing to failing health and deeded 
his tavern and mill to his only son, William. The 
small anivunt of LusinessThe Corners brought did 
not satisfy the younger Miller and he decided to 
sell the property and go elsewhere. This was 
Strougly opposed by his father, Who said that he 
had but one wish, to die in the old tavern, whieh 
he had never chauged In any respect and which 
is Oue ol tue few typical stage cvach taverns 
remaining in the country. On Mouday of last. 
week, however, the son concluded a sale of the 
tavern and mill to George Hendershot, and when 
vld Mr. Miller was wid that the tavern must be 
vacated by March ist, he Was_ prostrated§ witi: 
a nervous.shock, aud died on Thursday. aged 75. 
His old friend, Lewis Dorr, who was five years 
his senior, had occuped one room in the tavern 
he had built since 1840, and Bad hever siept in 
any other. Friday morning his dead body was 
discovered lying under the Lurupike bridge across 
Truman’s creek with his face buried in the water. 
The bridge was undergoing repairs and a narrow 
walk of planks was the only means by which 
foot-passengers could cross it. 

IT WAS SUPPOSED 

that Dorr, while brvudiug vover the death of his 
friend, had forgotten the condition of the deg 
and fallen through, although many believéd that he 
suicided. Saturday night last the cry of fire was 
raised in this place for tie first time in its history, 
and it Was found that the old Miller sawmill was 
in flames. It was soon consumed with its cun- 
tents. Sunday moruing Sawyer Merritt called on 
the new owner of the milland handed him a pa- 
per which contained a staiement thatthe mill 
had been ruunat a loss for more than ten years, 
and that the amount of loss by the fire Was $625, 
With no insurance. The old sawyer then asked 
the owner if it was true that he paid young 
Miller $700 for the property, and was 
auswered in the afiirmative. “Then here is $70u 
to make good your joss,” said Merritt, handing 
OVer thal amount. Upou being asked for an ex- 
planation the sawyer saidjhe lad helped bulid tie 
inill forty-four years age aud had hever missed a 
day’s work in it from tue time its wheel started. 
The sale of the properiy had resulted in the

BLONDIN’S RIDER. 


The Story of One of the Most Dar- 
ing Feats on Record. 


- — 


It is Told by One of the Performers, Who 
isa Member of the Abbey Opera Com- 


pany. 


The man who rode on Biondin’s back when he 
performed the most hazardous rope-Walking feat 
in history at Niagara Falls, isih the city, and is 
lone other than Senor Natalie, the property man 
of the Abbey Opera Company. Mr. Natalie is 
now @ venerable looking man Of 62 yéars, al- 
though his vigor is well preserved. He speaks 
English imperfectiy, but can be cuite readily 


understood, He is probably one of 
tiie greatest traveiers in the couniry, most of his 
travels having been incident to the profession of 
caterihg tothe amusement loving public. He 
traveled With Strakoseh for sixteen years, weut 
over 18,000 miles in the service of Heury Ward 
Beecher, snd was last year ihe advance agent of 
Salvini. ‘I first met Bioudiu,” said he this morn- 
ing to a Post-DISPATCH reporter, “in the Ravell 
troupe, Of which We Were ih members, way 
back in the fifties. He was, 1 think, about m 
ave, And Was Lot quite so tall as I, although 
very powertul, I think he was about five feet 
seven iuehes high. We traveled aH over the 
country with the cies and I remember we 
jayed here, at what 1 think Was ealled the old 
dutes Theater. Blondiu’s speciality was tight-rope 
uanciig, and he was a wunderiul performer. I 
guess Lhere are people bere who remember his 
performauce. His most dangerous feat was to 
walk up a ught rope from Lhe stage to the gal- 
lery of the theater, the inciiue being very 
steep. Well, while we Were in New York 
State be thought what a big thing it would be to 
cross over Niagara ou a tight-rope, so he left the 
troupe aud made au arrangement with tie rail 
road companies leading to the Falis by which he 
was to givea perlormance thére, and Was to re- 
ceive a certain amuuut on every ticket sold by the 
railroads. That wasin the summer of 1861. A 
tremevuous crowd of people gathered that day ab 
tiie Fulis, and it was a nice day tor our purpose. I 
wis ho perlormer, but acted, you Know, ii the ca- 
wacity of manager. In this particular event, 
however, Blondin had to carry something over 
ou bis back, aud as nobody else had enough ia- 
terest in the affair to be wiiling to 

RISK HIS LIFE, 
or enough faith in Biondiu’s strength and skill to 
take such desperate chances, 1 had to do tile 
riding.” , 

“So tbat if there had been an accident tlie 
whole woupe, manager and all, would have dis- 
appeared,” 

“Yes, of course, Biondin wore tights, the same 
as rope-Walkers usually duo, except lat he ad 
on a sort of uarness, so that 1 could reach around 
his neck and get a good grip without choking 
bim, and so that I could stick my legs through a 
pair of things like slings, und cross them in front 
of fhim, without iuteriering with bis arms or 
legs.”’

It was a terrible 
few ulometits to mre; more su tO Me than to Blon- 
din, beeause be was used to that kind of dauger 
and 1 was not. I did. not move a muscle for fear 
of tripping him, ana, I can assure you, [ felt 
mighty good Wien we reached solid ground again 
and the people began to yell and shriek and Wave 
their baudkerctnefs, You can form some idea of 
how big the crowd was, when Ll teli you Bilondin 
received $2,00u for the performance, Tuat gave usa 
big start, and not long afierwards we weht to 
London. Just before we started a young mau we 
had bired as our treasurer ran off With §2,000 of 
our money, and jeit us litile except our tickets to 
travel on. We had hardly reached Loudon before 
we were offered £150 cach for twelve periorm- 
ances at the Crystal Palace. Our first per- 
formauce there drew 80,000 people, and 
ove of the members of the present 
Abbey troupe was in the crowd, and 
remembers;it well, We did a good deal of the 
same Kind of work. Biondin carried me ou the 
rope several times, wheeled a barrow across

That, you see, is 
over 4.5 per cent. LI say that 1 selected these 
specimeus SO as to Make thein a fair speciunen of 
the Wieat soid in St. Louis, If auyvody thinks my 
fiuuves are wWrdug ali l have to say is this: 
I ipvite anyouody inierested to call at my fFesi- 
asp und ¢Xuinine the specimens, Which I will 
b&giad to SHOW bo such Persons. I live at No. 
1101 South Thirteenth street. I aiso discovered 
thatiriching is more frequently ae iu lean 
hogs. Of course Lhe expianation of tis is that 
Lhe disease makesjihe auials lean after it attacks 
thei. For iustance, 1 tound ten hws 
havuging up together in one pork house, 
and ameoug the specimens taken from them 
1 discovered that three of the animals were affect- 
ed With the disease, In auotier Case, Out Of fifty 
fat hogs, Selecied at random, 1 discovered, but ove 
single case. My report was prepared for Con- 
gressipall McLean, nut to favor the embiryo 
which Germauy has placed on Our pork.

A STORY OF TWO PUMPS, 


The Time and Trouble Required to Start 
One and Stop the Other. 
From the Portsmouth Gazette. 


The other day the pump which forces 
water into the tanks of the Custom House 
building iu this city breke, and the conse- 
quence was that the closets and conven- 
iences at the public building were for the 
time being deprived of water. 

The ordinary way to repair the evil in such 
Cases would be to send to the machine sho 
and have the pump mended. But not so vi 
Uncle Sam. He does things differently; 
perhaps not better, but with more déliberate 
Caution and jess precipitancy. 

When an incident like this oceurs it is 
the order to at once telegraph to the Treas- 
ury Department as to the trouble, and wait 
instructions. Svuthe Treasury Department 
was duly notified by wire that @ pump had 
broken in the Portsmouth Custom House, 
The message was iaid upon the desk of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who, at the time, 
was abroad, but having shortly returned the 
Cabinet Minister took the dispatch, turned 
itoverin his mind and wrote oa the back: 
“Respectfully referred ta_Assistant Secreta- 
ry French for his action herein.” Received 
by that active and accomplished son of New 
Hampshire, it was at once referred to the 
Chief of the Customs Division, who, in turn 
referred it to the Supervising Architect of 
the Treasury, under whose supervision the 
subjects of construction and repairs always 
are Vrvought. ‘The chief clerk in this office 
was without a precedent, and the subject 
matter was referred to the First Comptroller 
vf the ‘Treasury to see if a warrant for the 
payment of these repairs would. be signed if 
issued by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Now, here the status of the pump fora 
While is stationary, and in the meantime 
great inconvenience is felt at the public 
building. 

Collector Howard, who is custodian of the 
building, seeing no immediate prospect of 
relief, determined to go to Washington, and 
if possibile, have the thing fixed. He called 
to his aid as witnesses, the Postmaster, the 
Surgeon of the Marine Hospital and and an- 
other former occupant of the building, and, 
hastily packing his grip-sack aad telegraph- 
ing to Roilins, started for the seat of opera- 
tions. Arrived at the Treasury Department 
he found that his application had been re- 
ceived, read and piaced on file. ‘I'racing 
through its gradations in the Treasury buiid- 
ing, he further ascertained it was amoug the 
archives of the First Comptroller, in fact, 
after a day’s search, Mr. Auld, of the Judi- 
diai Accounts Division, was abie to discover 
it among the cases awaiting decision. 

‘this was @ncouraging to the Collector, 
still he Was anxious tw have the repairs coim- 
pleted, and, on the following day, he deter- 
mined to attack the First Comptroller with 
an organized band, and see if he could pull 
his case through. Accordingly, the next 
morning at the Hamiiton Huuse there was 
much commotion and running to and fro, 
A delegation was to visit the Treasury. Cob. 
J. L. Christie of the Senate had risen prema- 
turely before noon aud was toact as chief 
inarshal of the procession, and he had se- 
cured carriages to convey tue detaciment to 
the rooms of the Comptroller.

Winters Memorable for Cold, 
From the Hartford Times. 

Probably the winter ot 1741 was marked 
by the deepest snow of any winter ia this or 
the last century, in New England at least. 
What little is known of it is only known 
from tradition, but if this can be relied upon 
there has been nothing toequalit since. And 
it was a savage winter, too. The humble oid 
farm-houses of those days were said to have, 
been buried to the roofs in snow that lasted, 
with Arctic weather, all winter, killing 
much of the stock. Another memorable ones 
was the winter of 1780, which freze Long 
Island Sound so com pletely that artiller 
was drawn from Connecticut to Long Islan 
The winter of 1812, Napoleon's fatal winter, 
was a notably severe one on both sides of the 
Atlantic, but more especialiy in Europe, All 
very cold winters seem to be marked by de 
snows. The winters of 1821 and 1831, an 
especially of 1835-6, were memorably severe, 
the snow lying deep and long. The winter 
of 1855-6 was a hard one, with deep snow, 
lasting late intothe spring. A snow-storm 
that came not long after, or about the time 
of the glittering and splendid ice exhibition 
on the trees, the morning after Christmas of 
that winter, made much trouble by its dept 
extent and yt tae of railroad trains an 
other vehicles in al arts of the Middle, 
Northern and Eastern States. In January, 
1867,a great snow-storm occurred that buried 
New England completely and greatly inter- 
fered with all kinds of travel, and anothégr 
at Christmas time, 1872, was a véry heavy 
one. This present wiuter of 1884 is not to be 
sneezed at. Perhaps it may be due to the in- 
crease of thermometers and telegraphs from 
Nova Scotia to Bebring’s Straits, but we are 
hearing of such cold as rever was heard of 
before, say 48° and 50° below zero.

NOT YET SETTLED. 


Another Hitch About the Hotel Assessment 
to the Convention Fund. 
Notwithstanding the report of three or four 


keepers on the question of contributions to the 
National Convention fund had been finally settled 
by an assessment on the earning capacily of the 
respective hotels, it developed at yesterday’s 
meeting of the finance committee that such was 
not the case.

& M. and the B. & O., however, had agreed, should 
the deiegation select that route, to furnish a 
sleeper for its use, without extra charge. The 
Pullman Company, uulike the railroads, had 
agreed tu show a iittie liberality, and woulda fur- 
nish a car by any route that might be desired for 
$100 less than regular price. Mr. Kuapp said 
bhat the committee had no comments to make. 

The committee determined to accept tlie proffer 
of the OU. & M. Li Was annouiced that the trans- 
portation vill would be paid out of the general 
fund, bul every committeeman would be expected 
to pay Lis own expenses in Washington. 

The colleciion committees submitted reports 
swelling the total of collectigns to $18,020, 
Of this amount the stéam railroads 
contribute as much as $200, $100 being contribul- 
ed by tue Ohio and Mississippi and §i00 by the 
Cairo Siort Line. Mr. Laflin explained that the 
railroads beld that they wees uot be benefited 
by the convention, Decause all the delegates at- 
tending it willride on free passes.

SMALI-POX. 


Progress of the Disease During the Year 
_ 1883 and its Decline. 

From the 30tn of October, 1882, until the 6th 
of January, 1883, the nalls of the Quarantine and 
small-pox hospital resounded only to the foot- 
steps of Superintendent Dan O’Madigan, and 
small-pox for the first time in several years had 
peen entirely eliminated from the city. On the 
6th of January, last year, a young man named 
August Schoven was sent down by Dr. Neubert. 
The boy was suffering from confluent small-pox, 
the aisease originating at his place of resicgence, 
corner of Fifth and Poplar, He died six days 
after his arrival at Quaraatin e, bus in less than 
six weeks two more eases were received, one 
August. Lite, a German barber living at Sixth and 
Wash, the other, Lucinda Williams, a colored 
domestic living at 1009 Pine street. While they 
were being treated ana beginning on the 13th of 
March, patientse came in rapidly, so that by the 


first of April there were seventeen cases in the, 


Hospital. Small-pox began to spread then, and 
it required ibe utmost vigilance of the Health 
Department to check its progress. During April 
73 cases were received; during May 146 cases; in 
June, 114; July, 78; August, 26; September, 
35; October, 90; November, 57; December, 39; 
January 50, and this month, so far, 2° In- 
cluded in these figures are 2 number 
who went to Quarantine in company 
dren, parents or other near relatives, im 
the fear that the afflicted one would di | 
disease and a commendable desire to remain with 
them during sickness anddeath. These figures 
make a total of 727 cases in one year. Of that 
number only 137 died, or about 18 per cent. 
Healtis Commissioner Stevenson, ip couversation 
with a Post-DisPpaTcH reporter this meruing,

ABOUT THE MINIMUM MORTALITY 
of a small-pox hospital, the average being about 
33 per ceut. Gen. Stevenson attributes is | 
death-rate to the skillof the gentiemen hav 
charge. of the hospital. Portions of the couver- 
salion were very interesting, as for instance: 

“Out of the total number of cases not more 
than three were from weaithy families and not 
more than half adozen from the class of people 
who are careful that they are personally 
cleanly.” 

He said that but forthe vigorous prosecution 
of the practice of vaccination adopted by the 
Health Department the plague would have 
spread until it beeame epidemics Wherever 
a case broke out the vaccinaiiug ao yg ae 
were seut, who vaccinated every y thev 
could lay their hands on in 
the vicinity. “The result has been,” said he, 
“tnat the city has not suffered to any exteat from 
the disease. The cases are ‘usually takeu from 
overcrowded districts. There is not a case in the 
city now that 1 know of, and | am inclined to 
think that we have stain; ed the disease out. Two 
of the four vaccinating physicians that haye veen 
on duty this winter have been dropped, and the 
other two have very little to dv.” There are ouly 
forty-seven cases at the Small-pox Hospital at 
present,
